The following wlrre u highlight* of EKDSUGBt'e statement* and views 
involving the Defense establishment, it* intelligence and ZIPPKS i 


a. 180 Structure - still very much an unresolved problem at thia time 
and oomplieated through the personal ambitions of Minister STRAUSS. The present 
volunteer legislation expires in March of 1956 and by that time HHJSUGEH feels 
the ISO issue will be solved* 


b. Command - a point under serious debate and clearly a political is- 
sue is the command Ts Chief of Staff eonoept to be employed in the Gorman de- 
fense establishment* For the ini tial period the politicians are apparently 
winning out a nd establishing HHJSHQES as Chief of Staff of the Coshined Forces. 
Gen eral OT EWELL it unlikely to play a role. There will be no commander senior 
to mnmm end consequently no strong chain of command. In this oonneotlon 
another unresolved problem is determining to whom s oorpe oomander should be 
subordinate during paaas time - l.e*. Defense Minister or Chiaf of Staff. 
HBUSHOBt '0 deputy is Mej. On. L1QELBR and his Chiaf of Staff is Colonel FBTT.

If the latter dissents ha isobliged to send a report forward with his dissent- 
ing remarks) two copies are made of Attache reports, one goes immediately to the 
Foreign Office. (MRttR is certainly gnashing his teeth). HED8DUHI re quires 
three ittaohes inoadiately - one eaeh for Washington, London and Ankara.

e. ZIPPMR - HBJSIKHDC mentioned teat ZIPPER has not squarely faced 
up to the problem of how they plan on absorbing or integrating the number of 
high ranking generals Into UPSWING. Ha views this as a vary serious difficulty 
confronting ZIPPER and sees no solution in many oases othsr than dropping a 
number of thaaa senior typo s. Among others he mentioned WIBRSOf, 0fOEHO, 
4HBRKJBB and (WOLUUI. HBUSIHGBR is equally convinced that UTILITY will never be 
able to obtain mongh senior oivil service (Baamter) slots to take o are of the 
old war horses.
